Fle next propofed to me that I Should fee the Commif- 
fioners. ; . 

A with to oblige him was not the only motive that 
determined my refolution. The commercial advanta- 
ges which I fhould derive from a treaty of peace, to- 
wards which I. fhould have contributed, made me, 
confefs, fomewhat regardlefs of the refolution 1 had ta- 
ken, not to intermeddle in political affairs. 

I waited on the Commiflioners, and the friend who 
had entreated me to {peak to Citizen Talleyrand, was 
at once my introdustor and my interpreter; for to my 
great furprife, they declared that they did not under- 
{land French, and I was equally. unacquainted with 
Englith. In this. firft conference I fhewed them the 
above-mentioned note of the Minifter, refpecting the 
Prefident’s fpeech. | My interprete: wrote down in 
French from what I digated to him, five articles which 
I conceived might conftitute the bafis of a treaty of 
alliance,x—Not a word: did it contain relative to any 
fpecific fam of money; read thefe propofitions tran- 
cribed literally from the report of the American Com- 
miflioners *, 

Nor is this all; read over the whole of that confer- 
ence, and alfo the three other conferences which f held 
under the defcription of Y. with the whole of the Com- 
miffioners together. | However mif-thapen and contra- 
diétory the narrative of thele converfatioas may appear 
under their pen, you will perceive that they have never 
dared to accufe me of having made a demand of twelve 
hundred thoufind livres; that they do not quote a 
fingle word of mine, that has any re{pect to fuch a cir- 
cumitance ; they merely pretend that im one in{taice I 
anfwered in the affirmative, wo a own which they 
mention having put to me on this fubje¢t. 

What! fhall ain accufation of fo ferious a nature reft 

on no better foundation than a gefture, ja nod, or a mo- 
ndfyllable, which is not even fo much as mentioned? 
And fhall they be received as an anfwer.to a queftion 
‘put in a foreign language, which I do not underftand? 
The bare ftatement of fuch an accufation is fufficient to 
"refute it. 
With the knowledge of the Minifter, I had a fecond 
‘conference with them, in which I propofed of my own 
accord, and as a means of proving their attachment to 
France, to buy wp fome Batavian refcriptions at par— 
See my propolition as it is reported by the Commif- 
fioners ; you cannot difcover a word in it refpecting a 
pretended douceur for the Offices t. 

The Commiflioners were defirous to tranfmit me a 
written anfwer—read it over again, Citizen, in their 
own correfpondence, and fay whether it contains a fingle 
word concerning the pretended ‘twelve hundred thou- 
fand livres t. ‘ 

Permit me, here to corre and to animadvert on a 
very ferious miftake ; in {peaking of that anfwer of the 
Commifhioners, you fay “ when attempt is made to 
Corifide to Y. the negative anfwer to his propofition of 
twelve hundred thoufand livres, he fhrinks from under- 
taking it, atid he is compelled to confefs, from a kind 
of thame, that the ge tags neither from the 
Diretory, nor even from the Minifter, but that it 
comes merely from himfelf.”

Have, therefore the candour to confefs, that a man 
unacquainted with the Directory, without poffefling any 
weight with any of its members, and who cannot fairly 
be regarded as attempting to impofe upon’ the world, is 
not a perfon of fuflicient confideration to be bought at 
the ‘price of twelve hn.Jred thoufand livres. 
Shall it be faid, that, availing myfelf of my acquaint- 
tance with the miniftet, I endeavoured to make good 
fome claim to that fum? ‘The narrative of the Com- 
miffioners is an additional argumeat to prove the ab 
furdity of that imputatios. You may there read, that, 
convinced of the inutility of intermediate conferences, 
I waited upon Mr Gerry, to entreat him to afk fora 
perfonal interview with Citizen ‘Talleyrand, the mini- 
fter ; that I myfelf conducted him to the houfe of that 
minifter, praying him to acquaint the minifter, without 
any exceptign, with the whole of the propoftions or 
demands that had been made to him.

But foon 
he was defirous to {pare them the embarraffment “ of
